Heart research discussed

CSUS Professor Trevor Davey 
has been working for almost 20 
years on artificial devices that can 
replace or aid a failing human 
heart 

Davey, a mechanical engineer 
heiped develon an artificial heart 
yalve that can replace tne mitra’ or 
aortic valves in the heart. The ar- 
tificial valve insures the proper 
closure of achamber in the heart, a 
function crucial to the heart's pum- 
ping action 
tion 

Used since the early 1960s, this 
device will be replaced by a 
modified version if this version 
proves successful with fab 
animais, Davey said 

The new valve prevents exces- 
sive growth of heart tissue which 
occurs currently about 10 years 
after implantation 

Davey and the CSUS 
Biomedical Engineering Program 
work in conjunction with the Sutter 
Hospital Research Foundation 

“We want to emphasize the 
close ties our graduate and 
undergraduate students have to 
the work that goes on at the hos- 
pital. It gives our students prac- 
tical, clinical knowledge that 
makes them sought after,’ Davey 
said 

Davey is now working on the 
heart assist, a mechanism that 
decreases the workload of the 
heart when it no longer functions 
properly, Davey explained

The Associated Students Inc. Senate Tuesday re- 
jected a $6,285.60 request from Paul McAmis, ASI 
executive director, to purchase a computer 

The computer, an Appie {i Pius 48K, would have 
handied the payroll and bookkeeping services AS| 
performs for itself, the University Union and the 
Instructionally Related Activities fee. ASi now paysa 
Sacramento company, ADP, $2,400 to do its payroll 
The bookkeeping services are performed on a 16 
year - old manual bookkeeping machine, for which 
ASI pays $2,714 86 yearly on a maintenance con 
tract 

Determining that it had not been provided with 
enough information to make the allocation, the 
senate instead directed McAmis to ask a represen 
tative of the computer company to appear at a 
special senate meeting Thursday to demonstrate the 
machine. The special meeting was set because the 
price of the computer will increase $200 on Feb. 1 

However, when Senate Chair Bill Kisin asked how 
many senators could be present at a Thursday 
meeting, only 10 senators responded affirmatively 
Part of the money for the computer was to have 
come from general reserves with the remainder 
coming from a newly created equipment 
replacement fund ASI budget guidelines require a 
two - thirds vote of the senate, or 71 of its 16 
members, to take funds from general reserves 

in addition to requesting the presence of a com 
puter company representative at the Thursday 
meeting, the senate aiso directed McAmis to provide 
additional information on the cost - benefit analysis 
his office provided the senators Tuesday The 
analysis revealed the current costs for bookkeeping 
and payro!l, but did not state what the cost 
difference wouid be if the computer were pur 
chased 

McAmis said the computer company represen 
tative would probably be willing to come to the 
senate meeting Thursday, noting that the represen 
tative had pianned to come Tuesday but declined 
because he did not want to bring the machine out in 
the bad weather 

Klein added, “i wouid think that if Appie wants to 
sell us almost $7,000 worth of equipment that it 
would behoove them to come out.” 


Responding to Klein's statement, Wally 
Etterbeek, faculty representative to the senate, 
cautioned ASI not to “threaten” Apple. He noted that 
the sale to ASI would be a relatively small one for Ap- 
ple 

Responding to a question from Business Senator 
Joe Aicala regarding the value of a computer to 
students, McAmis said, ‘We have a payroll to put 
out. We have bills to pay All of these things require 
employees to do it, require equipment to do it 
noting it would be a ‘direct benefit.” 
time,” McAmis continued 

The equipment we have right now is very, very 
old,” McAmis explained. ‘if it ever broke down and 
we couldn't get it fixed, we'd havea lot of problems.’ 

Arts and Sciences Senator Greg Nicholas and 
Engineering Senator Bob Raymer noted two other 
advantages the computer would give students 

Nicholas said the computer could be used by 
CSUS Outlook, a newly created ASI program which 
intends to publish student evaiuations of faculty 
noting it would be a “direct benefit 


Raymer added that the computer could be used 
by ASI during budget hearings to provide a his- 
torical record of the programs funded by ASI 


Yesterday, despite the fact that only 10 senators 
indicated on Tuesday they could make the special 
meeting, 14 senators appeared 

After the computer had been demonstrated by 
Bud Ackerman, a representative from Capitol 
Computer Systems, the senate overrode budget 
juideline number six in order to remove funds from 


ASI's general reserves 


The senate then allocated { 662.74 from general 
reserves and $815 from the equipment repiacement 
fund. The allocation includes funding for tax on the 
machine 

Before the vote took place, Business Senator 
Mark Armstrong again complained about the 
amount of information on the cost - benefit analysis 
He said as the information is “laid out right now | 
can't vote yes for it.” The analysis contains the cost 
of the computer and the current costs for payroll and 
bookkeeping. The final vote was 12 - 0 - 2 in favor of 
purchasing the computer

Aithough Warren Zevon has not 
achieved the mass popularity he 
has deserved in the five years since 
his first Asylum record, Warren 
Zevon, he has achieved alarge and 
faithful cuit following Now with 
the release of Stand In The Fire, his 
fourth album (excluding a 1970 
novelty record recently rereleased 
by Pickwick) and first live LP, 
Zevon could capture some of that

For in this album, unlike any of

Raging Bull” stars Robert DeNiro as former mid- 
boxing champ Jake LaMotta, whose 
phenomenal ring career was contrasted by his tragic 
personal! life. Weighing only 160 pounds, La Motta is 
considered one of the hardest punching mid- 
dieweights in boxing history He used that power to 
literally destroy each opponent throughout the late 
1940s. His only real challenge came from Sugar Ray 
Robinson, who eventually took La Motta’s title from

La Motta's violent nature spilled over into his 
family life. His constant verbal sparring with his 
brother Joey (Joe Pesci) and wife Vicki (Cathy 
Morarity) seemed only to prime his temper for his 
bouts. Known as the Bronx Bull, La Motta steered 
clear of New York's underworld until it became 
evident that a title shot would not come without their 
cooperation. At their suggestion La Motta threw his 
first title fiqnht, and was consequently suspended 
When the title did come to him, it marked the end of 
the good times. With his weight ballooning to over 
200 pounds, La Motta retired to Miami to buy and 
manage a nightclub where he served as host and did 
up comedy. Shortly after his wife left him, La 
Motta was arrested for contributing to the delin- 
quency of a minor and was imprisoned. Alone

Zevon rocks Out more freely and 
heavily than most well established 
rock stars would ever dream of 
doing. Encouraged by an en- 
thusiastic and appreciative 
audience, beautifully captured on 
vinyl and never once interferring 
with the music but adding much to 
the liveliness of the disc, Zevon 
playfully changes and adds lyrics 
to many of his most popular songs 

In “Werewolves of London,” 
Zevon's only top - 40 song, the 
creatures become ‘Werewolves of 
Los Angeles,” much to the Roxy 
audiences’ delight. And there are 
playtul reterences to some of 
Zevon's close friends. The fine “I'd 
like to meet his tailor’ becomes 
“And he's looking for James 
Taylor,” and the additional lyric, “|! 
saw Jackson Browne walkin’ down 
the avenue. You know his heart is 
perfect.” 

The song concludes with the 
werewolf drinking a Perrier at

“Raging Bull” is an outstanding film in many 
ways.

Freud finds, as had all of his 
Viennese peers, that Von - Ritter’s 
pain is psychologically induced 
Unlike his associates, Freud 
attempts to penetrate her sub- 
conscious to find the cause 
Meanwhile, the Jewish born 
Freud is fighting prejudice and 
ignorance in a medical community 
that believes his use of hypnosis is 
witchcraft. Eventually, the founder 
of psychoanalysis leads her to a 
startling and emotional revelation 
The production is an excellent 
one. Kline looks, talks, and furrows 
his brow exactly the way we 
imagine Freud would have 
Although the cast is credible, it is 
overshadowed by the _ per- 
formances of Kline and Pat 
Williams - Grundy a talented ac-

Digging the noise from the void

The song peaks at a frenzied guitar selo, and the 
crowd waits on edge for the final crashing chord 
The guitarist, fingers flying and wrist flailing, a blur 
of energy and power, frantically stomps around 
stage. He turns to the anxious crowd and tiptoes to 
the edge of the stage, fingers dancing at nuclear 
speed. As the music builds to a crescendo. the 
guitarist steps back and then leaps off the front of 
the stage. spreadeagied in the smoky spotlight 
Victory. The crowd whoops and cheers at the 
performance, and the band ends with a string - 
slamming last chord 

The show isn't over 

The wild - haired guitarist jumps back on stage 
zips down his shorts and moons the crowd, getting 
an even more enthusiastic response 

Pete Townshend? Maicom Young? Jimi Hendrix? 
Eddie Van Halen? No, it's Don Weber, winner of the 
thira round of KZAP’s Air Guitar contest, doing a 
killer version of AC/DC’c ‘Problem Child’ for a 
packed Tuesday night crowd at Slick Willy's 

A real KZAP listener - give him another 30 
points,” jokes Curtis, the KZAP disc jockey and the 
evening host 

They cali it Air Guitar. It's simply a rocker's 
pantomine and 4 publicity dream masterminded by 
KZAP Program Manager Les Tracy. The process 
seems simple: find a three - minute song that ‘cooks 
like Crazy,’ turn up the volume and take a $100 first 
prize 

Someone might have thought of Air Guitar 
before, but | don't know of it,” Tracy mentioned. This 
Tuesday evening is the fourth round of Air Guitar 
competition, with the goal of finding an ‘Air Band’ to 
jump and dance and carry on before concert crowds 
in Sacramento 

We're gonna’ have Air Vocals, Air Sax, Air Organ 
Air Drums and even and Air Soundman, turning 
knobs." Tracy assured 

Judging contestants are DJ's Tim Bedore, Allen 
Elvin and Scott Elliot, all ready to give meagre 2's 
‘e's and “Eat Me's” for the acts. Bedore explained 
his judging criteria

E-N-T-1-A Really, you needa totai commitment 
to what the song is, what it stands for: a total release 
from normal behavior You're the performer up 
there, there's no holding back 

Slick Willy's is the location for all of Sacramento's 
Air Guitar showdowns, a tooth - spitting rock and 
roll bar off of Fulton Avenue. DJs describe the locale 
as the “best place to party in Sacramento” and the 
clientele does not take this statement lightly. Slick’s 
isn't noted as a hangout for a cool glass of Perrier 
after the symphony. It's preferred by rockers out for 
a bone - crushing good time 


To kick off the fourth round of competition 
winners from the previous performances showed 
their winning style. A female duo, JoAnne Perry and 
Jamie Page, opened with an Air version of Ted 
Nugent's “Free For All, a song aptly tuned to the 
audience's mood. The two biondes stole the first 
show with Heart's version of “Rock and Roll and 
tonight their guitar mocking appeared to be in good 
form 


Their act could easily fit into the Mitchell 
Brother's iunchtime repetoire or make a good 25 
cent movie. Few male eyes deviated from the stage 
Clad in tight fluorescent red pants and a braless 
Batman T - shirt. the audience didn't really care 
about keeping time or even getting the right chords 
One of the contestants discussed the performance 
over a beer a little later

Don Juan, the third to play Van Halen's You Really 

Got Me” that evening, was generously clearing 
sinuses backstage and rambled on about his history 
of Air Guitar 

“I've been doin’ this for severy years, man,” he 
said, fumbling in his black vest for a vial. “The first 
time | did Air Guitar was in Woodland. | was the 
manager of this band, and one night our drummer 
got jumped by some Mexicans during the break. We 
has togoon, so one of the guitarists took the drums 
gave me his guitar and said ‘Here man, go to it"’ ' 

| turned the volume down on the amp and got out 
there and went crazy on stage while the other guitar 
player played lead. Shit, the crowd didn't know the 
difference, and some of them came up after the show 
and said, ‘Hey, you were really hot.’ " 

After a while, and the fourth act, | had a sneaky 
feeling | had seen it all One fat contestant jumped 
too hard on the stage and skipped his record, Z.Z. 
Top's “Tush,” three seperate times, which got a 
couple of laughs. A drunk hippie gave his best for the 
first three minutes of Led Zepplin’s ‘Dazed and 
Confused,” normally an 18 - minute guitar 
marathon.
